That 
view ‘cannot be gainsaid, ‘for with popular 
agitations in which passion or prejudice is 


appealed to and has free play, it is impossible |- 


even for the original leadera to make sure that 
‘the movement will not get -altogether out of 
‘band and assume new and, dangerous phases, 
The inability of ignorant populajions in China 


to discriminate’ between Americans and Eng- 


‘lishmen, or even other Epropeans, must tend. 
to widen the scope of the boycolt far beyond 
ita original purpose, and. so British interests 
‘and trade, and.even the safety of person and’ 
property, might come to be compromised ‘in a: 
‘way never fora moment contemplated by those 
‘leading Chinese in the North, who first devised 
the boycott as a mode of protection against the 
working of the American exclusion Iaw..
